U.S. Ends 34-Day Ban 
On Israel financial AH 


$26 Million Is Allocated 
To Middle East Republic 


WASHINGTON (flP)—The United States Wednesday 


ended a 34-day ban on American aid to Israqi and allocated 
26 million dollars to the new republic in the troubled Middle 
East. 


President Eisenhower'disclosed the move at his news 


conference, saying he v/as "delighted" to learn Israel had 
decided to abide by a ruling oi a special United Nations 
commission in Israel's dispute with Syria. 


Later, Secretary of State Dul- 


les announced the formal lifting 
of the ban he imposed on Sept. 
25 after Israel refused to halt 
work on a Jordan River hydro- 
electric project, as requested by 
the 
U.N. 
commission. 
Syria 


complained that the project di- 
verted water along the Israel- 
Syrian frontier. 


In Palestine, an Israeli gov- 


ernment spokesman said 
work 


on t h e controversial project 
v.'ould be suspended at midnight. 


Temporary 


The spokesman said the sus- 


pension is temporary and with- 
out prejudice to Israel's rights or 
claims in the dispute. 


Rep. Javits (R-Lib NY), who 


Joined Sen. Ives (R-NY in ac- 
companying a group of seven 
American Jewish leaders to call 
on Eisenhower at the White 
House earlier this week, said in 
a statement praising the Presi- 
dent's action: 


"The President, w i t h the 


world statesmanship so typical 
of him, has. given recognition to 
the fact that Israel is a staunch 
bastion of free world security 
and the Near East and in this 
way (is) effectively 
carrying 


out the objectives of the mutual 
security program. 


"The present troubles and the 


full United Nations intercession 
offer the best opportunity for 
Arab-Israel peace 
presented 


since 1948. The' President's an- 
nouncement cleared the air and 
reinforces United Nations' Near 
East peace efforts." 


First InsUllment 


Dulles said he lifted the ban 


because Israel has pledged it 
"would in the future co-operate" 
with the United Nations in the 
water project dispute. 


The 26 million dollars set 


aside Wednesday represents the 
first installment of some 60 mil- 
lion dollars Israel tentatively is 
scheduled to get from the United 
States to further economic de- 
velopment during the fiscal year 
ending next July 1.

imposed on the 1954 corn crop,

the corn supply this year is below 
the level at which quotas are 
legally required. The crop is 
large enough, however, to make 
acreage allotments for next year 
appear a certainty. 


Benson already has imposed 


both quotas and allotments on 
1954 wheat and cotton because 
of excessive supplies of these two 
commodities. Wheat f a r m e r s 
have agreed to accept the con- 
trols, but cotton farmers will not 
vote on the issue until Dec. 15.

Hanley, then an officer charged 
with gathering information about 
war crimes. 


"Calculated Brutality" 


The grand total of probable 


victims of what Stevens termed 
the "calculated brutality" of the 
enemy was placed at 29,815. 


The 6,113 Americans were in- 


cluded among 11,622 United_Na- 
tions military victims, 17,354 
civilians and 839 others whose 
status could not be determined.

location, where their captors held 
a conference.

cold blood."

i vived and eventually returned to 
i U. N. lines to tell the story, and 
' a North Korean captured the 
next day confessed to taking 
part in the slaughter. 


The authorities 
investigated 


the cases of 10.233 Americans 
suspected of being victims of Bed 
barbarity. A total of 6.113 of 
these are listed in the report as 
"probable." 


Of these, 511 bodies have been 


recovered, and 216 American 
survivors returned before the 
start of the prisoner exchange 
to add their eye-witness account!

U.N. Ready

f, PANMUNJOM (Thursday) 
(The Allies told the Communists 
today they are "prepared in good 
laith" to "exchange views to the 
fullest extent possible" on what 
nationi should be invited to the 
Korean peace conference. 


Special envoy Arthur Dean of 


the U. S. State Department, rep- 
resenting 1« United Nations, told 
the Hid delegates he would talk 
about the "composition" of the 
peace conference if they, would 
first discuss the time, place and 
procedural arrangements for such 
a parley. 
He made the offer as the fourth 


session of the preliminary talks 
got under way. 


The U. N. General Assembly 


in a resolution last August decided 
that only belligerents should be 
seated at the peace conference. 
Red China and North Korea were 
free to invite Russia to directly 
participate on their side, if de- 
sired. 


The Reds have insisted that 


Russia and four Asian neutrals- 
India, Burma, Pakistan and Indo- 
nesia also be invited to draw the 
peace treaty. 


Today Dean offered to by-pass a 


formal agenda for the preliminary 
conference—provided the R e d s 
would get down to a discussion of 
the time, place and arrangements 
for the overdue peace talks. 


India May Get Offer 
WASHINGTON (INS)—Authori- 
tative sources said Wednesday 
night that the U. S. will offer to 
seat India at the Korean peace 
conference table rather than to 
allow negotiations with the Reds 
to be broken off. 


Well-informed Washington offi- 


cials declared that assurances of 
Indian participation in a Far East 
settlement with the Communists 
may form the background of the 
"new formula" to be offered the 
Red truce representatives at Pan- 
munjom.

against motor-driven transportation, and it 


ytook the entire day each day to make his 
I'toute. 
- There is a special bond between rural peo- 
ples and their mail carrier that has its roots 


back in the earlier days when he represented 
an important and sometimes the only link 
with the realm beyond their own little world. 
Especially was this true during the winter 
months when isolation in farm homes was the 
rule for days at a time. As equipment and 
facilities and roads improved, the farmer 
made his way to town and home again al- 
most as readily as his city cousin, but still 
the bond remained. The rural carrier was 
looked upon almost as a member of the fam- 
ily. We remember one farm wife who left 
change in the box regularly, together with 
the size spool of thread or darning cotton or 
whatever else was needed on her shopping 
list. 
In turn, the carrier found addressed 


chicken, a -loaf of homemade bread or a roll 
of country butter from time to time, for him 
to take home.

At his news conference Wednesday, Presi- 


-dent Eisenhower indicated Congress will not 
be called into special session to enact the ad- 
ministration's farm program in advance of the 
regular session starting in the opening days of 
next January. 


In reaching this decision, the President 


. made an exception of the emergencies of a 
: continuing drought. 
Mr. Eisenhowers de- 


cision is sound. Any special session at this 
time could contribute only to heated contro- 
versy. It is becoming more apparent every 
.day that with the lapse of 10 months, the 
Eisenhower administration is not yet certain 
what or what not to do. It may have a farm 
program, but if it does, then th* objectives 
which it first wrote into the blue print have 
become badly blurred. 


At his press conference, the President him- 


self revealed the uncertainty and confusion 
with which he and Secretary Benson are ap- 
proaching their task. Mr. Eisenhower said he 
wants the administration's farm program to 
meet the needs of all areas and of all the 
various commodity groups. Those are fine 
words. They express an understandable de- 
sire but one beyond the fingertips of human 
beings. Whatever is done is not going to 
please all areas or all various commodity 


Of Men And Things 


A ride through the mellow sunshine of a 


late October day over a familiar countryside 
famished a pleasant surprise. 
Out on the 


farm, superficially, at least, things appear to 
be much better than news accounts of 
moisture shortage, bordering on drought in 
many places, and the fall in the prices of 
f aim commodities would suggest. 


Make no mistake about It, moisture is 


needed and needed badly. The subsoil is as 
dry as a bone. The topsoil in places which 
enjoyed rains only a few days ago is in bet- 
ter condition. But with exceptions here and 
there, wheat fields are green, some of them 


a t t a i n e d a 
gratifying 


growth on the eve of im- 
pending winter, and the re- 
serve stocks of corn, small 
grains, roughage and hay 


apparently adequate for all needs. It may 
have been a matter of clean, invigorating fall 
air, and the pleasure of traveling through sec- 
tions of Nebraska which had left an indelible 
memory with us in the 'thirties, but we had 
the feeling that it is time the positive gets 
some emphasis. Not far from Holdrege we 
-passed one farm whose owner told us that 
his corn was making 100 bushels to the acre. 
It was an irrigated farm, of course, a modern 
farm in every sense. The improvements were 
new.and freshly-painted. 
The field* were 


level as a tabletop, the soil black and fertile, 
Th* cribs were bulging. 


groups. The cattle feeder wants cheaper grain 
—the grower of that grain desires a high 
price for it—at least in a time of mounting 
costs for him, a profitable price. And the con- 
sumer also has a pocketbook interest, which 
at times runs counter to the cattle man and 
the grain grower. 


The President told his news conference that 


the type of farm program which he wants 
presents its difficulties, 
something which 


ranks almost as a classic understatement. 
Basically the difficulties the administration 
now finds itself in arise from the fact that a 
lot of illy based criticism against the policies 
of the preceding administration are coming 
home to roost. A Republican administration 
is now discovering the difference between re- 
sponsibility for what is done and criticising 
what is done. It is learning the hard way 
that it is so much easier to criticise than it 
is to please or satisfy the American people. 
The consumer has his gripe. The producer 
has his , complaint. 
When there is no re- 


sponsibility to be met, both groups can be 
nursed along politically. 


With all of its weaknesses, the fact is that in 


20 years rural America achieved not only an 
amazing comeback but actually made the 
greatest progress agriculture in this country 
has enjoyed. The farm moved ahead. Farm- 
ers got themselves out of pressing debt. They 
accumulated some money in the bank. They 
improved their farms. They had a sound soil 
conservation program. Thanks to the preced- 
ing administration, electricity came to their 
farm homes. Those 20 years saw an enrich- 
ment of rural life that had' long been delayed. 
Mr. Eisenhower has only one job on his hands. 
That is to do better than the administration 
which preceded him. By and large, it is 
quite a job, Ike's team is beginning to dis- 
cover.

gets out of Milan, Mich., federal 
penitentiary today, has been a 
model prisoner.

When he entered prison two 


days after Christinas last year, 
Costello arrived late at night in 
a Bureau of Prison's bus, a de- 
parture from normal practice, 
aimed to avoid waiting photogra- 
phers and newsmen. 


During his two weeks' quaran- 


tine in the admission unit, Cos- 
tello was bombarded with offers 
of candy, cigarettes, magazines 
from other prisoners. To them 
he was a hero. He turned all of- 
fers down, made it plain he 
wanted to be an ordinary pris- 
oner. 


After quarantine Costello was 


assigned to the white cell-house 
instead of the usual dormitory. 
There is a waiting list for the 
white-cell house and prisoners 
get on the list because of merit. 
Frankie, however, didn't have to 
wait He found on arrival that 
three inmates had completely 
scrubbed down the cell for him, 
at which point he decided to fol- 
low the line of least resistance 
and let others work for him if 
they wanted to. 


Costello's prison job was that 


of sorting other inmates' dirty 
socks—which got a laugh from 
everybody. 


Costello was paid considerable 


deference by the guards, but was 
never placed on meritorious good 
time—a status whereby a pris- 
oner can reduce his sentence for 
exceptionally good work.. He was 
allowed the privilege of having 
visits from his attorneys, which, 
aside from admission to the 
white cell-house instead of the 
dormitory, was about the only 
privilege he got. 


Once during his incarceration, 


Costello was taken to New York 
City under guard io face an in- 
come-tax charge. 


Upon release from Milan to- 


day, Costello faces possible de- 
portation. 


On July 21, 1947, this writer 


reported that Costello had falsi- 
fied his naturalization papers 
when he stated that he had never 
been previously convicted—hav- 
ing been convicted of carrying a 
concealed weapon. Subsequent 
investigation 
caused Attorney 


General James McGranery to 
place Costello on the list for de- 
portation. 


It is not known as yet what 


action Attorney General Brown- 
ell will take on this aspect of 
the Costello case. 


BEEF FOR SCHOOLS 


As a result of falling cattle 


prices, American school children 
are now eating more canned 
meat than ever before in history. 
For what harassed Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson is doing is 
buying up canned beef and turn- 
ing it over to the school lunch, 
program. 
He is also buying 


great quantities of canned meat 
for the armed services. 


While this is helpful, it doesn't 


satisfy the cattlemen. They point 
out that this program supports 
the meat-packers but not neces- 
sarily the farmer. 
The spread 


between what the farmer gets 
for cattle on the hoof and what 
the housewife pays for meat is 
too great. 
On the other hand, poor Ezra

Or if he buys 


cattle and slaughters them he 
has to store the carcasses, and 
refrigeration costs money. 
That's why Benson's advisers 


are reluctantly but seriously 
thinking of the old, much-ma- 
ligned Brannan plan—dressed up 
in some other name—whereby 
prices would seek their natural 
level and the farmer would get 
a subsidy. a &

Tennessee's 
famed 
ex-Sen. 


Kenneth McKellar returned to 
Washington the other day to 
"protect" TVA from the power 
lobbies. 
During his 42 years on Capitol 
Hill McKellar participated in 
more back-stage maneuvers and 
closed-door sessions than any 
man alive today. 


Despite his age, generally be- 


lieved to be about 85, McKellar's 
memory is remarkable, and at 
lunch the other day, he launched 
on one of his oral trips through 
history. 
"Y' know," he said, "most 
military men delegate too much 
authority. They let somebody 
else do the job for them. 
"Back toward the end of the 


Hoover administration, I was on 
the Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee that handled Army 
funds. 
One day the chief of 


staff. Gen. MacArthur, came up 
to testify. He brought two gen- 
erals, a colonel and a major with 
him."MacArthur was always a 
good witness," McKellar recalled. 
"He had most of the answers on 
his fingertips. But finally Sen. 
McNary of Oregon stumped him 
with a question about Army re- 
search on new gun mounts. Gen. 
MacArthur and his aides all 
turned to the major for the an- 
swer. 
But the major didn't 


know the answer. 


"Well, finally just before we 


sent our report to the printer, a 
lieutenant arrived with the an- 
swer on gun mounts. Everybody 
in the Army, it seems, had 
pushed the job off *on his assist- 
ant. The lieutenant was the only 
man who knew what was going 
on.

Add to this the uncertainties of the fed- 
eral farm program which thus far have boded 
ill for Nebraska's economic future and you 
have even greater emphasis on Mr. Gold's 
advice. 


Dispersion of American industry was like 


pulling leeth until Russia recently exploded 
something akin to the H-bomb. That took 
all the fun out of massed industry in some 
40 target cities. Dispersion now is mandatory. 
Nebraska will get a serious looking over. And 
it depends upon Nebraska's preparations for 
these home-seeking visitors. The future and 
adequacy of Nebraska's electric power set-up 
needs study. Its water resources, tax struc- 
ture and transportation facilities must be of 
provable capacity. A massive piece of research 
and planning is called for.

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WASHINGTON — This capital 


of a great republic almost never 
fails to go daft over royalty. The 
advent of Queen Frederika of 
Greece and her husband, King 
Paul, has given Washington a 
much-needed opportunity to put 
aside the p r o b l e m s of the 
drought, farm prices and the de- 
fense budget. 
The queen is a casting office's 


dream of what modern royalty 
should be. Looking much 
younger than her 36 years, she 
has an easy informality that 
charms almost everyone. This 
charm has been turned on flocks 
of American visitors to Athens— 
senators, high officials, junketing 
congressmen. 


The present visit is for Fred- 


erika and Paul the realization of 
an old dream. Practically every 
'visiting American falling under 
the queen's spell has urged her 
to come to Washington. When 
she met Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, then secretary of state, in 
Paris, he promised that if she 
would come he would personally 
escort her through one of our 
super markets. From her read- 
ing of American newspapers, the 
queen had long been fascinated 
by the idea of pushing your own 
cart and picking up your own 
grocries from a wealth of goods 
displayed in a giant-size store. 


As it turns out. the timing of

America the Greeks proceeded 
to rebuild their shattered econ- 
omy. Under the stem and effici- 
ent government of Field Marshal 
Alexander Papagos. which fol- 
lowed a serie? of weak efforts at 
coalition among Greece's in- 
n u m e r a b l e political parties, 
economic recovery has gone a 
long way.

Comparative Vote

To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: A very large segment of 
the voters who take the time to 
go to the polls and vote neglect 
or refuse to vote for any candi- 
date whatever for membership in 
the unicameral Legislature. The 
governor is an important part 
of the legislative system; indeed' 
he is perhaps the most important 
part. 
He reports and recom- 


mends in his inaugural address: 
is required to submit a proposed 
budget and has the veto power. 
It is fair to compare the votes 
cast for state senators in the gen- 
eral election of 1934 and the to- 
tal vote cast for governor that 
year with the 
corresponding 


votes at the general election in 
1952. 
Total vote in 1934 for all can- 


didates for governor, all tickets, 
578,764; for all candidates for 33 
senatorships. 469,903. Therefore 
8,861 did not express any choice, 
or a little more than one voter 
out of every hundred. In 1952 
at the general election, the total 
vote for all candidates for gov- 
ernor on all tickets. 595.714. For 
all candidates for membership in 
the Unicameral, 43 districts. 470,- 
920. Here about 21 voters out of 
every hundred, or 124,794, did 
not express any choice. 


The cause of this indifference 


under the 
Unicameral 
arises 


from the fact that senators in 
1934 were running on party plat- 
forms 
and 
programs 
under 


which, -with the help of the party 
organizations, they could and did 
tell the voters what they pro- 
posed to do if elected. In 1952 
candidates for the Unicameral 
and at previous elections 
since 


1934 with very few exceptions 
have not dared to stand for any 
specific legislation. 
To do so 


would court defeat. The person- 
nel of all sessions of the Unicam- 
eral has been quite as good as 
could be expected under the sys- 
tem. Their lips are scaled on 
questions of importance. 


Did any of the present mem- 


bership tell the 
people they 


would enact a law increasing Ihe 
gasoline tax one cent and in- 
creasing registration fees on cars 
and trucks? Will the candidates 
for election in 1954. any of them, 
dare tell tie people that they

That was a fine tribute that Jim Allison 
offered his patrons out in western Nebraska 
last week. After 36 years as carrier on Rural 
Route No. 1 out of Gering, Mr Allison will 
retire on November 1, and frankly he’s not 
too happy about it. 
Jim Allison and Route 1 just sort of grew 
up together. 
It had been established only 
four years when he began carrying mail in 
19 17, and in the years since, he has served 
under four postmasters. 
He had 30 patrons 
on a 24-mile route to begin with, compared 
with 266 people who watch for his daily 
coming now along a 51-mile stretch. 
Many 
of those original 30 or their children are still 
on his list. 
His first car was 19 14 Mo del T 
touring car, and since then he has had 16 
other cars of various kinds and makes. 
One 
whole week in the early 'twenties, he recalls, 
he used a team to get through when bad 
weather and snow drifted the 
ro ads shut 
against motor-driven 
transpo rtatio n, and it 
took the entire day each day to make his 
-route. 
There is a special bond between rural peo­ 
ples and their mail carrier that has its roots 


back in the earlier days when he represented 
an impo rtant and so metimes the o nly link 
with the realm beyo nd their o wn little wo rld. 
Especially was this true during the win ter 
mo nths when iso latio n in farm ho mes was the 
rule fo r days at a time. 
As eq uipment and 
facilities and 
ro ads 
impro v ed, the farmer 
made his way to to wn and ho me again al­ 
mo st as readily as his city co usin, but still 
the bo nd remained. 
The rural carrier was

ily.

That is to do better than the admin istratio n 
which preceded him. 
By and large, it is 
q uite a jo b, Ike’s team is beginning to dis­ 
co v er. 


WASHINGTON — K i n gp i n 
gambler Fran kie Co stello , who 
gets o ut o f Milan, Mich., federal 
penitentiary to day, has been a 
mo del priso ner. 
He receiv ed a 
few special fav o rs, but o nly a 
lew. 
When he entered priso n two 
days after Christmas last year, 
Costello arriv ed late at night in 
a Bureau o f Priso n’s bus, a de­ 
parture fro m no rmal 
practice, 
aimed to av o id waiting pho to gra­ 
phers and newsmen. 
During his two weeks’ q uaran ­ 
tine in the admissio n unit, Co s­ 
tello was bo mbarded with o ffers 
o f candy, cigarettes, magazines 
fro m o ther priso ners. 
To them 
he was a hero . 
He turn ed all o f­ 
fers do wn, made it 
plain 
he 
wan ted to be an o rdinary pris­ 
o ner. 
After q uaran tin e Co stello was 
assigned to the white cell-ho use 
in stead o f the usual do rmito ry. 
There is a waiting list fo r the 
white-cell ho use and priso ners 
get o n the list because o f merit. 
Frankie, ho wev er, didn ’t hav e to 
wait. 
He fo und o n arriv al that 
three 
inmates 
had 
co mpletely 
scrubbed do wn the cell fo r him, 
at which po int he decided to fo l­ 
lo w the line of least resistance 
and let o thers work for him if 
they wan ted to . 
Co stello ’s priso n jo b was that 
o f so rting o ther inmates’ dirty 
so cks—which go t a laugh fro m 
ev erybo dy. 
Costello was paid considerable 
deference by the guards, but was 
never placed on meritorious good 
time—a status whereby a pris­ 
oner can reduce his sentence for 
exceptionally good work. He was 
allowed the privilege of having 
visits from his attorneys, which, 
aside 
from 
admission 
to 
the 
white cell-house instead of the 
dormitory, was about the only 
privilege he got. 
Once durin g his incarceration, 
Co stello was taken to New' Yo rk 
City under guard to face an in­ 
co me-tax charge. 
Upo n release fro m Milan to ­ 
day, Co stello faces po ssible de­ 
po rtatio n. 
On July 21, 1947, this writer 
repo rted that Co stello had falsi­ 
fied 
his 
naturalizatio n 
papers 
when he stated that he had nev er 
been prev io usly co nv icted—hav ­ 
ing been co nv icted o f carrying a 
co ncealed weapo n. 
Subseq uent 
inv estigatio n 
caused 
Atto rney 
General 
James 
McGranery to 
Pi ace Co stello o n the list fo r de­ 
po rtatio n. 
It is no t kno wn as yet what 
actio n Atto rney General Bro wn­ 
ell will take o n this aspect o f 
the Co stello case.

W'e were on our way to speak at the 20th 
anniversary gathering of employees of the 
Central Nebraska Public Power and Irriga­

(Tri-County).

recollections of another similar trip into this 
region for the ground-breaking ceremonies of 
the same magnificent development came to 
mind. Those ceremonies, as we recall it, were 
in early March. 
Drought held Nebraska in 
its grim grip.

twin-engine plane, abandoned by 
its two-man crew, crashed into 
a cornfield creek Wednesday, al- 
most at the foet

picking corn and only about two 
blocks from residences at the 
edge of Springfield.

The plane wus on a routine

Meisinger, who was in the 


field, said he noticed the plane 
approaching 
from the north- 


west. It passed near his farm- 
house, which is north of the site, 
made a slow turn and began 
dropping. 


Ducked Behind Truck 


**I didn't know where to run," 


he said. "I ducked behind my 
pickup truck and just watched 
it come in." 


The plane burned but did not 


explode. A five-foot piece of one 
wing was thrown clear, landing 
atop the creek bank. 


Manning the plane were Capt. 


Milo W. 'Bresley, Ord, Neb., the 
pilot, and Maj. Edward S. Reed, 
Bellevue, Neb., co-pilot. 


Major Reed apparently bailed 


out first. He landed in a field 
west of Highway 50 which is 
about 100 yards from the acci- 
dent site. Capt. Bresley headed 
the plane away from the town 
and bailed out, landing in a 
clump of trees north of the crash 
site.

The letters may have an effect 


on at least 10 of the 22. Cpl. Ed- 
ward S. Dickenson of Cracker's 
Neck, Va., who was in this group 
and asked for repatriation Oct. 
20, has estimated that many of 
the Americans would change 
their mind "if they have proper 
explanations." 
Dickenson made bis decision 


to ask for repatriation before 
dozens of letters from his fam- 
ily and friends back home could 
reach him. He said he got no 
letters while in Indian custody. 
The U.N. Command also plans 


to turn over to the Indians tape 
recordings from relatives back 
in the States pleading with them 
to come home. It is not known, 
however, whether the Repatria- 
tion Commission will accept 
them.

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American's Cost Of living Reaches Highest Point In History 


WASHINGTON tft-The avenge 


American paid more for hit basic 
living need* last month than ever 
before in history. 


That's what the consumer price 


index tor September s h o w e d 
when it was released Wednesday 
by the Labor Department Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. 


The index—a composite of av- 


erage retail prices paid for basic 
goods and services in 46 cities- 
crept to 115.2 per cent of the 
1947-1949 average. 


This was two-tenths of 1 per 


cent above the previous record 


level in mid-August. It was the 
seventh straight month in which 
the cost of living has inched up- 
ward. 


The index now stands 1 per cent 


higher than it did a year ago and 
13.8 per cent above the pre-Ko- 
rean -war level of June, 1950. 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower was 


asked to comment on living costs 
at his news conference. 
The President was a s k e d 


whether Mrs. Eisenhower h a d 
told him anything about the high 
cost of living in the White House. 


The President said with a gnn 


that he would not take up the 
time of the other reporters by re- 
peating all Mrs. Eisenhower had 
told him about the high cost of 
living—for food particularly — in 
the White House. 


His mood changed when he was 


asked whether he wasn't going to 
pay any attention to the consumer 
in trying to solve the farm prob- 
lem. 


Why, the President asked tartly, 


did the reporter suppose the ad- 
ministration is working so hard? 
The easy way would be to guar- 
antee everybody everything they 


asked for, he went on. But he 
said he is trying to work for 160 
million people and there has to 
be a balance in order to avoid 
trouble. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


reported that food prices, which 
make up about one-third of the 
index, dropped a fraction b e- 
tween August and September. 


However, this was more than 


offset by increases in the cost of 
clothing, housing, medical atten- 
tion, beauty shop services a n d 
other personal care, recreation 
and transportation. 


The bureau reported a contin- 


ued drop in prices of fruits and 
vegetables and a moderate de- 
cline »n meat, poultry, and fish 
prices. 


At the same time egg prices 


rose seasonally in most cities 
and other increases were scored 
by coffee, fresh milk, bread, lard, 
and restaurant meals. 


Food prices last month were 


1.4 per cent below September, 
1952. 


Rents last month were 6.5 per 


cent higher than a year ago and 
15.9 per cent above June, 1950.

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American's Cost Of Living Rea ch es Highest Point In History 


WASHINGTON WL-The av erage 
American paid more for his b asic 
liv ing needs last month than ev er 
b efore in history . 
That’s what the consu mer price 
index for Septemb er s h o w e d 
when it was released Wednesday 
b y the Lab or Department Bu reau 
of Lab or Statistics. 
The index —a composite of av ­ 
erage retail prices paid for b asic 
goods and serv ices in 46 cities— 
crept to 115 .2 per cent of the 
1947-1949 av erage. 
This was two-tenths of 1 per 
cent ab ov e the prev iou s record 


lev el in mid-Au gu st. It was the 
sev enth straight month in which 
the cost of liv ing has inched u p-, 
ward. 
The index now stands 1 per cent j 
higher than it did a y ear ago and 
13.2 per cent ab ov e the pre-Ko­ 
rean war lev el of Ju ne, 195 0. 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower was 
asked to comment on liv ing costs 
at his news conference. 
T he President was 
a s k e d 
whether Mrs. Eisenhower ha d 
told him any thing ab ou t the high 
I cost of liv ing in the White Hou se. |

The President said with a grin 


that he wou ld not take u p the 
time of the other reporters b y re­ 
peating all Mrs. Eisenhower had 
told him ab ou t the high cost of 
liv ing—for food particu larly — in 
the White Hou se. 
His mood changed when he was 
asked whether he wasn’t going to 
pay any attention to the consu mer 
in try ing to solv e the farm prob ­ 
lem. 
Why . the President asked tartly , 
did the reporter su ppose the ad­ 
ministration is working so hard? 
The easy way wou ld b e to gu ar­ 
antee ev ery b ody ev ery thing they 


asked for, he went on. Bu t he 
said he is try ing to work for 160 
million people and there has to 
b e a b alance in order to av oid 
trou b le. 
The Bu reau of Lab or Statistics 
reported that food prices, which 
make u p ab ou t one-third of the 
index , dropped a fraction b e - 
tween Au gu st and Septemb er. 
Howev er, this was more than 
offset b y increases in the cost of 
clothing, hou sing, medical atten­ 
tion, b eau ty shop serv ices a n d 
other personal care, recreation 
and transportation. 


The b u reau reported a contin­ 
u ed drop in prices of fru its and 
v egetab les and a moderate de­ 
cline in meat, pou ltry , and fish 
prices. 
At the same time egg prices 
rose seasonally in most cities 
and other increases were scored 
b y coffee, fresh milk, b read, lard, 
and restau rant meals. 
Food prices last month were 
1.4 per cent b elow Septemb er, 
195 2. 
Rents last month were 6 .5 per 
! cent higher than a y ear ago and 
15 .9 per cent ab ov e Ju ne, 195 0.

Community

Council has focused its attention 
of the problem of "Insanitary 
outhouses." 


Following a panel discussion 


of the problem and possible 
solutions, the group voted Wed- 
nesday a committee to study 
possible action that 
may be 


taken. 
Dr. James Googe, City-County 


Health Director, said a survey 
has shown that there are ap-. 
proximately 450 outhouses in 
Lincoln. 


Sewer Line* 


Of this number, 225 are lo- 


cated on property serviced by 
sewer lines and 195 where sew- 
ers are unavailable. 


"The disposal of human waste 
is the No. 1 job in any civilized 
community." he said. 
"While 


Lincoln has done a better job 
than other towns of its size, we 
ought to get rid of outhouses." 


Carl Fischer, Deputy City En- 


gineer, pointed out that Lincoln 
has "an 
adequate 
system of 


sanitary sewage, which virtually 
covers the city—but with ex- 
ceptions." 


The city has 
an 
ordinance 


tvhereby property owners who 
can connect with a .sewage sys- 
tem can be compelled to do so, 
he said. 


Admittedly Lincoln has prop- 


erty occupied by low-income 
groups, he said, estimating the 
average minimal costs for Indoor 
facilities as, sewer main, $250; 
water main, $250, facilities and 
Installation, $700. 


Not Expensive 


T. A. Filip, State Health De- 


partment director of sanitation, 
cautioned that sanitary disposal 
of human wastes does not neces- 
sarily 
require an 
expensive 
sewer system. 


A new outhouse, meeting sani- 
tary requirements, can be con- 
structed for about S85 and exist- 
ing outhouses can be made sani- 
tarv for about $35, he explained. 
. "Outhouses can be made sani- 
tary." tie said, "and more so than 
a 
city sewage system which 


dumps into a river." He cited a 
Nebraska town as an example. 


Dr. Paul Bancroft, a Lincoln, 


physician, said the 
"richest 
source" of the polio and other 
viruses are "found in human ex- 
creta." 


"While the medical profession 
does not know the method of 
transmittal, the source is uncon- 
troverted." 


•3ncreMiar Yearly' 
"Epidemics of bacterial dis- 
eases have nearly disappeared, 
but the virus disease incidence is 
Increasing yearly," he said. 
William McDermet, County As- 
sistance Director, said "reason- 
able amounts" are allowed for 
Improvement of sanitary facili- 
ties on a property. 
Since "assistance liens" 
are 


placed on property of recipients, 
the money expended is "not lost 
by the county." 
Mrs. Fred Putney, 
council 
president, said committee mem- 
bers would be appointed shortly. 
She said the committee would 
include members also represent- 
ing other interested organiza- 
tions.

There is no evidence of .soil ero- 
sion, despite the centuries of use 
of the land. 


Scofield attributed this to the 


fact that individual farms in 
Germany ar% small and that the 
people, with no land to waste, 
have learned the value of, their 
soil and taken care of it. There 
are no new frontiers to open 
there as there has been for many 
years in the United States, he 
said. 


The other thing which Im- 


pressed Scofield was the living 
conditions of the people and the 
building progress under way. 


The people, he said, are all 


well clothed. Their shoes are in 
good .repair and there are no 
tramps 9r bums in rags. 


And in Munich, he said, there 


is some type of construction go- 
ing on in almost every block. 
While the new structures do not 
follow the modern styles in this 
country, the construction equip- 
ment appears to be very modern, 
said Scofield.

dent Eisenhower indicated Wed- 
•nesday he may take * hand after 
;«11 in the next year's political 
campaign. 


Of course, the President told 


his news conference, he is in- 
terested in the Republican or- 
ganization and in keeping Con- 
gress under GOP control. 


A week ago, Eisenhower said 


he wasn't going to use the presi- 
dency as a campaign instrument 
in partisan elections and would 
stay out of strictly local political 
•craps. "Wednesday he gave the 
impression he might take 
the 


stump in 1954 for a GOP pro- 
gram in Congress, if not for in- 
dividual party candidates. 


Covering a wide range of top- 


ics, Eisenhower said he has no 
plans for (1.) cutting U.S. com- 
bat strength. (2.) A special ses- 
sion of Congress to tussle with 
the general farm program, or 
(3.) A meeting with Prime Min- 
ister Churchill of Britain. 


Israel Aid Resumed 


Nor has he changed his mind, 


Eisenhower made it clear, about 
sitting in on a blg-powcr con- 
ference with Russia until there 
are indications of Soviet good 
faith and honesty of purpose. 


On the positive side, 
there

that Israel has agreed to halt 
work on a Jordan River power 
dam. which has stirred up Arab 
neighbors, while the United Na- 
tions considers the project. As a

swers, it even meandered into 
such matters as the President's 
health—he said he's "feeling 
fine." 


Eisenhower said that within 


bounds he considers proper fori 
the President 
of 
the 
United 


States, he will do his part to 
uphold party responsibility. He 
indicated that his role in 1954 
might be largely 
devoted 
to 


building up a record 
for 
the 


GOP and laying it before 
the 


people. He said he thought a 
program should be produced that 
is so dynamic anybody running 
under the umbrella of that pro- 
gram will have a big bulge over 
anybody else. 


AH this seem to add up to the 


possibility of some presidential 
speeches in next year's political 
wars. 
On the farm issue, Eisenhower 


said he sees no reason 
for a 


special session of Congress on 
the general agricultural situa- 
tion. He said the administration 
will have a farm program ready 
for Congress when it returns to 
Washington in January. It must 
be a program, he said, to meet 
the needs of all areas and all 


commodity groups. And it is a 
tough problem, he said, when 
you have to balance meat against 
grain and look out for consumers 
at the same time.
